NEW RUMOR SAYS 
PERSIA GETS LOAN 
FROM GERMANY

ST. PETERSBURG-—It is rumored 
that a loan has been negotiated between 
Persia and Germany.

ICONTRADICTORY REPORTS 


‘YRECEIVED FROM ALBANIA 


(Special Correspondence of The Monitor.) 


, USKUB—The news from Albania is of 


the contradictory description usual dur- 
ing the progress of these insurrections. 
The tribes, it seems, are in force be- 
tween Prisrend and Prishtina, and have 
occupied the Katchanik pass, through 
which the railway runs. It is said that 
Torgut Shevket has attacked the in- 
surgents in the pass, and that the other 
Turkish army corps have been placed 
so as to cut off the Albanian retreat. 
All this is the merest rumor. The only 
fact upon which any real reliance can 
be placed is the unsensational one, that 
the leaders of the insurgent movement 
are in communication with the govern- 
ment at Constantinople. What is hap- 
pening is in exact accord with the in- 
formation previously remitted to The 
Monitor. That is to say, that the Turk. 
ish government is determined to take 
advantage of the rising to teach the 
Albanian tribesmen the difference be- 
tween taking up arms against Abdul 
Hamid and the Young Turk party. The 
insurgents will, no doubt, make the best 
terms they can when they realize that 
the limit of.their resistance has been 
reached. The government, in turn, will 
not press ite advantage too heavily, by 
reason of its desire to keep Albania

loyal to the empire. In this way, an 
accommodation will be reached, as it 
bas been reached in the past, but it will 
not be reached on this occasion until 
the power of Stamboul has made itself 
felt in the villages of Albania. 


CONSTANTINOPLE—It is reported 
that a train has been stopped near Fer- 
isovitch by the Albanians, the soldiers 
disarmed ahd the mails confiscated. The 
telegraphic wires are also reported to 
have been cut. As is usual, the Alba- 
nians have adopted guerilla warfare, re- 
tiring to the mountains as soon as they 
meet with opposition. It is reported 
that the chief seats of the trouble are 
Prishtina, Prisrend and Ipek, and that 


the Albanians are scattering thelr forces 


throughout the country with the inten- 
tion of causing the Turkish commanders 
to weaken their forces by being obliged 
to operate in a number of places at the 
same time. 

It is stated in a message from Salonika 
that some 34,000 Albanians have risen, 
3000 of whom are near Ghilan, 2000 in 
the district of Drienitza, 4000 in the 
district pf Lipljan, 5000 near Podrina, 
3000 at /Prizrend and Podgori, 6000 at 
Lapljeselo, the remainder being near 
Lguma in the Katchanik pass. The Turk-

NEW AUSTRIAN DREADNOUGHTS

tually require a large and powerful fleet 


for the protection of her comparatively 
small seaboard. But Italy is building 
warships, and it is apparent that it 
is the intention of Austria to do like- 
wise, to build ship for ship with Italy, | 
and if possible rather more. That being | 
the case, one is forced to ask “cui bono” 
treaties or alliances? 

Not many weeks ago the German 
chancellor was in Italy, when the most 
hearty assurances were given of the mu- 
tual trust and confidence existing be- 
tween the three nations, as well as of 
the pacific intentions of their govern- 
ments. Are alliances to be no nrore de- 
pended upon? Is there to be another 
race between two countries that can ill 
afford it, as to which can build and 
equip the greater number of dread- 
noughts? The latter seems to be the 
only interpretation that can be put upon 
the action of the Austrian government. 
Dreadnoughts cannot, however, be built 
unless the people are willing f® pay, 
and it is in the end the people who must 
decide. Money for the purpose can only 
be obtained by raising taxes or by float- 
ing a loan, and if the steps taken by 
those in responsible positions in the Aus- 
trian government are unwarranted, and 
will result in the taxation of the people 
without a legitimate cause, the people 
will be the first to object. 

If there ever was an instance when 
it would be perfectly legitimate for two 
nations to come to some arrangement on 
the question of armaments, it is in the 
case of Austria and Italy, and there can 
be few people who will not agree that it 
would be most beneficial not only to the | 
two courftries concerned, but to the whole 
of Europe if the two governments would 
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open negotiations with that object in 
view. It is hoped that the day is passed 
when one European nation can hur! its 
armies against those of its neighbor, and 
the limitation of armaments may be 
nearer at hand than is generally expected. 
Why should not Austria and Italy take a 
step that will afford a striking example 
to those greater European nations which

Great Changes Expected 
Within the Court Circle 


It is quite certain that great 
changes will be seen in the constitution 
of the court circle, as well as among the 
actual officials and dignitaries of the 
court. Queen Mary is credited with 
great strength of character, and is likely 
to exert far more influence on the court 
surroundings than did Queen Alexandra. 

She is deeply religious, and has a love 
for charitable work connected with the 
church, while King George, so far as is 
known, is more fond of country life and 
pursuits than of courtly pomp. Hence, 
there is a general belief that the new 
court will be of a simpler and austere 
type, and that many of those who here- 
tofore exercised a paramount influence 
in the coury life will be obliged to seek 
comparative retirement.

Prof. Jeremiah W. Sanborn of Gil 
New Hampshire Stage College of Agricul 
ture, was the first ipeaker. He sought 
to show that the producer should receive 
as much in the 
in the winter, as the cost is practically 
the same. After July 1, he said, the pas- 
tures decrease in value feeding 
grounds and the hay and grain which 
have to be supplied to bring a good yield 
of milk make the cost the 
as in the winter. 

Professor Sanborn said that from care- 
ful investigation he has found that it 
costs $121.92 to keep one cow the year 
He finds that the farmer receives 
on the average $100.44 from the milk 
yielded per cow. The fertilizer and other 
by-products received from the cow vield 
the farmer $18.44, making a total 
$118.88, or less than the total cost. 

Professor Sanborn said that the claim 
of the contractor that the cost of trans 
portation is considerable to him, is of 
no value, suice compared with what the 
the charge of the 
railroads for transportation is very 
small.. He said that the Boston con 
tractor pays $8500 per year for one car 
from his home which 85 miles 
from Boston, and that this amounts to 
28 of a cent per quart. This added to 
the average price of 31-3 cents per quart, 
paid to the farmer makes a total of less 
than four cents cost to the contractor for 
his milk delivered in Boston. 

Professor Sanborn said that including 
the expense for delivery of milk to cus- 
tomers, which must be small, the con- 
tractor is making three or four cents per 
quart, according to whether he sells at 
eight or nine cents. 

The strike situation today is practi- 
cally the same as before. All the big 
contractors declare that their milk sup- 
ply is ample to meet their needs with 
plenty in sight for future delivery. 

The producers claim that they are now 
withholding 37,000 cans from the Boston 
market daily, a gain of about 10,000 
since the strike opened a week ago, Sec- 
retary Walter A. Hunter of the pro- 
ducers association says that there is no 
weakening on the part of the farmers;

Charter” was discussed by the Rev. Her-

Small Circles Linked To- 
gether to Signify the States 
in Federal Union. 


DIAL BEARS MOTTO 


A specimen of the “Franklin cent,” or 
as if sometimes is known, the “Fugio 
cent,” is the property of Frank P. Dyer 
of Arlington.-—_This copper coin is of 
great rarity and is valued at $200. Its 
picturesqueness and oddity vie with its 
rarity and antiquity. It is one of a de- 
sign struck off in 1787, in accordance with 
an act of oCngress of July 6 of that year. 

The coin bears on one side the device 
of 13 small _ circles—representing the 
“original 13” colonies’or states, linked 
together, with a small circle in the mid- 
die. Around the edge are the words 
“United States” and in the center the 
rwords, “We are one.” 

On the other side of the piece appears 
a sun-dial, upon the face of which ap- 
pears, in perspective, the numbers of 
the hours, in Roman numerals. Above 
is a meridian sun, while on one side to 
the dial is the word “Fugio” (“I fly”) 
and on the other the year in Arabic 
nymerals, 1787. Below the dial appear 
the words “Mind your business.” The 
evident intent of the design and «she 
accompanying inscriptions is to call at- 
tention to the value of time and the ex- 
pediency of employing it, all of which 
was peculiarly characteristic of Franklin.

SOME TRIED RECIPES. 
FISH FOR BREAKFAST. 

Fish should be used often in spring. 
There is nothing quite so delicious for a 
May breakfast as a nicely broiled shad or 
a shad roe, served with French-fried 
potatoes and crisp button radishes. 

Smélits and brook trout are also excel- 
lent, and it is less trouble to prepare 
them aff®r this method than to broil 
them. After cleaning the fish, split them 
open from the head to the tail, then dip 
one in well-seasoned cornmeal; 
place, flesh down, in a well-greased and 
heated frying-pan, and brown moderately 
on the under side, then turn and brown 
on, the other. Slip on a hot platter and 
serve. 

BAKED ONIONS. 

The large Spanish onions are far milder 
and more delicate than the usual winter 
varieties. Wash the onions clean, trim 
the bottoms but do not peel, put into 
slightly salted boiling water and boil for 
one hour. If the onions are desired very 
mild change the water twice during the 
time, replenishing with more boiling 
water. Having drained them well, take 
each onion separately, wipe it dry and 
roll in a square of tissue or buttered 
paper, twisting the paper at the top to 
keep it closed. Place the onions in a 
baking pan and bake one hour in a slow 
oven. When done remove the papers, 
pee] the onions and place them in the 
serving dish; pour melted butter over 
them, dust with salt and pepper and 
serve. 

GOOD BREAD PUDDING. 

To make a good bread pudding take 
a sufficient quantity of stale bread, 
half a pound of currants, half a pound of 
raisins, three ounces of candied peel, 
half a pound of beef suet, half a pint 
of milk. Soak the bread in milk until 
it is quite soft; then add with the cur- 
rante (well washed) and the raisins

Make a good aspic by cooking together 
a knuckle of veal and one pound of beef 
or a chicken carcass, put on in cold water 
for three hours. Put soup vegetables 
with the meat and let it all simmer 
slowly. Three or four pounds of meat 
would be required for three quarts of 
water, and this should be reduced to one 
quart when the meat is done. Let it 
become cold. with the meat in the pot, 
then pour it off, strain it, return it to 
the fire and when it comes to a boil 
throw in the white and crushed shell 
of an egg. Boil up quickly, strain off 
the scum, and strain again, Add celery 
salt, white pepper and lemon juice until 
the taste is piquant, and then put it 
away in the icebox to jelly. 

With this put around cold boiled beef, 
boiled chicken, lamb or veal, the house- 
keeper will have an excellent piece de 
resistance for tlre Sunday night supper. 

CABBAGE PICKLE. 

Before the cabbage makes its farewell 
bow*for the season a good pickle can’ be 
made to have on hand for using with 
cold meats during summer, Add to two 
gallons of finely chopped cabbage two 
quarts of good vinegar, three or four 
chopped onions, one half cup of grated 
horseradish, one tablespoonful each of 
cinnamon, cloves, allapice, mustard and 
tumeric, two tablespoonfuls of white 
mustard seed, two tablespoonfuls of whole 
black peppers, three or four Chile or 
Mexican peppers, three red peppers, one 
half cupful of salt and three fourths of 
a pound of brown sugar.

Standard he said that the government 


of India authorized himself and Mr. 
White to enter into commounication with 
the Bhutanese, and, as a result, the 
Tongsa Penlop came into their camp. 

The speaker was not present when he 
arrived, but when he did see .him he 
realized that Mr. White must have estab- 
lished a thoroughly friendly footing with 
him, because he was wearing Mr, White's 
hat. That might appear a smdll matter, 
but he realized its political significance, 
because the hat among these people was 
looked upon as a sign of authority and 
nationality. Moreover, the Tongsa Pen- 
lop’s own hat was a remarkably mag- 
nificent one, and as he had given it up 
for Mr. White’s “wideawake” he (Sir 
Francis) thought that something impor- 
tant had happened. 

He at once entered into conversation 
with the Tongsa Penlop, who took a 
fatherly interest in him and told him if 
he would take the advice of an older 
man he would avoid all the fighting in 
the future and keep a good day’s march 
behind. The Tongsa Penlop became so 
interested in the matter that he accom- 
panied them to Lhassa, and but for him 
they would not’ have got such a satis- 
factory settlement. 

At the conclusion of the mission the 
government of India invested him with 
the K. O. I. E., and he was now Sir 
Ugyen Wang-Chuk, maharajah of Bhutan.

UF OUR SECURITIES 


Bonds in Paris Reveal 
Very Friendly Attitude of 
Foreign Capital. 


BANKERS’ CAMPAIGN 


The recent heavy sales of American 
railway 


bonds in Paris are 


among the most important developments 


placing ouf our securities abroad in such 
large amounts and at a time when our 


brightest, gives our relations with for- 
eign investors an entirely different color 
than they have ever had before, and 
probably marks the beginning of a more 
liberal attitude of foreigners toward our 
securities. 

It is a well known fact that not only 
the United States but the entire world 
has been trying for years to make an 
inroad into the savings-of the French 
people, but the fluctuations in the prices 
of Americay securities have to a more 
or less extent tabooed our seeurities in 
the eyes of the Frenchman, and the 
refusal of the Paris exchange to list the 
shares of the United States Stee] Corpo- 
ration furnished another illustration of 
the skepticism with which the French 
have in the past looked upon our securi- 
ties. 

While it is true that some of our cor- 
porations have been able to place their 
securities on the Paris bourse, there has 
not been in the past a very strong feeling 
toward American securities. In the sales 
of railway bonds last week to French 
bankers, it would seem that a change 
has come in the attitude of the French 
to American investments. In discussing 
the situation a prominent local banker 
SAYS: 

“IT have never quite understood the 
resignation of James Stillman, a com- 
paratively young man, from the Na- 
tional City Bank and _ his subsequent 
residence in Paris. There seemed to be 
no special reason why he should have 
withdrawn from active business life, and 
now that we are making progress in 
selling our railroad bonds in Paris, I am 


? fconvinced that Mr. Stillman went abroad 


‘to educate the French in the investment 
value of our securities. 

“The frequent and long stays of. Mr. 
Morgan in Paris, and the recent trips of 
his associates to that city, doubtless have 
had a great deal to do with the flotation 


of American bonds in France. It looks 
to me like a campaign of our bankers to 
get some of the French savings for in- 
vestment in the United States, and in 
view of the fact that at least $150,000.- 
000 in bonds have been placed abroad in 
the past two weeks, there is reason to 
|believe that the French are beginning to 
‘realize the value our securities

“A factor which lends prominence to 
the purchase of Americans in France is 
that just at this time we needed the 
cash. The high prices of our commodi- 
ties and the uncertain political situation 
placed us in a rather weak position, and 
had it not been for the flotation of the 
American bonds abroad, there is no 
doubt but that we should have had to 
pay for our excessive imports with gold. 
From recent developments it looks very 
much to me as if our bankers have suc- 
ceeded in portraying the true value of 
our securities to the French, and that 
American industries will in the future 
share in the frugality of that nation by 
the investment of their savings in our 
stocks and bonds,”

KARNINGS INCREASE 


That the Twin City Rapid Transit 
Company was fully justified in placin,; 
its common stock on a 6 per cent per 
annum basis a few months ago is clearly 
reflected in current statements of earn- 
ings, which show liberal gains over a 
year ago, 

It will be recalled that the company 
earned only fractionally less than 10 per 
cent on the junior issue last year. For 
the first quarter of 1910 earnings avail- 
able for thie common stock were equal 
to 2.03 per cent, or at the annual rate 
of 8.12 per cent. It would seem to indi- 
cate that present earnings are not at the 
rate that foreshadows as large a return 
on the common stock as in 1909, but 
when comparison is made with the first 
quarter of 1009, the Twin City’s earn- 
ings and earning power present a very 
different aspect. For the first quarter 
of 1909 earnings available for the com- 
mon stock were equal to but 1.51 per 
cent, or at the rate of 6.04 per cent per 
annum. 

Therefore, little doubt remains that 
the company will earn better than 10 
and probably 11 or 12 per cent on its 
common stock this year.

HANSON, Mass.—Work was begun 
Saturday in breaking ground for what 
will probably be the largest screen house 
in the world, to be erected at South 
berry Company.

Foreign Affairs Committee Considers Resolution to Re- 
quest President Taft to Interest’ Foreign Powers in 
Representative’s Proposal to Syndicate Fleets.

WASHINGTON —The House eommit- 


tee on foreign affairs is considering a 
resolution to request the President to 
interest all foreign powers in a peace 
promotion plan through the syndicating 
of the navies and the establishment of 
an international naval police. 

Such a plan is proposed in a resolu- 
tion introduced by Representative W. 5 
Bennet .of New York, and the foreign 
affairs committee has appointed a sub- 
committee to confer with the President 
as to its details. 

This sub-committee

| East Boston 
Waterfront 


THe Boston joint board known as the “Big 
our’ has submitted to the legislative com- 
mittee on metropolitan affairs the draft of a 
bill for the development of the East Boston 
waterfront which provides that the common- 
wealth shall do the work and issue $3,000,- 
| 000 in bonds for the purpose. This is a 
| move in the right direction, for there can be 
a || no question that it is important to have con- 
—————— trol of harbor facilities in the hands of the 
public rather than those of individuals or corporations. The pro- 
posed measure allows the state to proceed to take in fee simple for 
railroad or traffic purposes any flats or waterfront Tands in Fast 
joston, for which it may exchange any lands or flats, which would 
include the commonwealth flats, now in its possession or hereafter 
to be acquired. 

Henry M. Whitney is reported as saying: “I consider it one of 
the most important steps taken in this commonwealth in thirty or 
forty years. It looks now as though we might expect some real 
action to take the place of hopes and talk.” It will be remembered 
that Mr. Whitney had already offered a bill for the granting of title 
of lands to railroad and terminal companies for the purpose of 
building piers and wharves. The Chamber of Commerce and the 
Governor, however, strongly opposed the turning over of’ valuable 
rights to private interests and any but public ownership of waterfront 
property. 

It is hoped that action will be taken at once by the legislative 
committee in order that the matter may be put through at this session 
and the much-needed improvement not be postponed for another 
year. Under the “Big Four” bill the state would have power to 
make “satisfactory contracts for the use of railroad rights of way, 
filled flats or piers or wharves at a rental for a term upon provisions, 
restrictions and obligations which are deemed reasonable and in the 
public interest by said board (harbor and land commissioners ), 
approved by the Governor and council.” The harbor and land com- 
mission is to grade and surface locations tor railroad or traffic road- 
ways, build- piers and do such dredging as the federal government 
fails to do to secure access to the wharves. 

The measure is not likely to meet with any considerable opposi- 
tion, and the way seems clear for Boston to make a speedy commer- 
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Ir 1s reassuring to note wherever elections are occurring that, 
as machine candidates of either party are being defeated, the party 
tag is losing its significance in favor of the larger and more intelli- 
gent consideration of the men and the measures they represent. 


‘A’ caxvass of Democratic editors made 
recently by the Chicago Tribune revealed the 
fact that Mr. Bryan is still, to many, the one 
dominating figure in the outlook of that 
party. Touching upon this, the Commoner, 
Mr. Bryan’s newspaper, after expressing his 
appreciation of the compliment paid him, 
declares that the result of the poll should be 
regarded “as an indication that a larger 
number of editors are still uncertain as to 
who will be most available—that they had not yet decided on a 
candidate,” and adds: “As Mr. Bryan is not a candidate and never 
expects to be a candidate again, he can, without being misunderstood, 
commend the attitude of those who are awaiting developments.

Mr. Bryan is wiser in this respect than many of his opponents 
and not a few of his friends. For the Democratic party as well as 
for the Republican party the future is at present more than ordinarily 
dim.

We are 
approaching an election that will send many of both parties into 
enforced retirement. The old leadership is crumbling; a new leader- 
ship is not only possible but inevitable.

Our 7.00 known breeds and varieties of domestic or 
farm animals, and claims that such a collec- 

tion would be a revelation to most of our 

~~ people. He is certain it would have an 
educational value, and goes so far as to say the Boston zoo ould 
attract the attention of stock breeders, agriculturists and economists 
from all over the continent. Included in his plan are placards 
describing the origin, geographical distribution, special uses and 
leading characteristics of each breed. He also proposes exhibits of 
methods of feeding’ and caring for them in the different countries. 

The call for a “‘tame” zoo is emphasized by the statement that 
there is greater ignorance among our people regarding the domestic 
animals of the world than there is concerning the wild beasts of 
the forest and the jungle. The Cambridge man says he has found 
teachers of “nature study’ who were verv well versed in the lore of 
the forest, who knew the wild life about us rather mtimately, but 
who never looked at the horses on our streets and who would not 
know a Percheron from a hackney. In fact, he thinks some of them 
do not know the difference between a short-horn and a brown 
Leghorn. 

Speaking of chickens calls to mind how fascinating the exhibits 
of little ones are at poultry shows, and chicks would most certainly 
be a pleasing feature in the new zoo. Even if the Boston institution 
has the customary wild beasts, it might be a good idea to add the 
domestic creatures. They would bring to the children of the city 
views of life on the farm that are strange to them and by no means 
lacking 1n interest. 
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PRESIDENT TIADLEY of Yale will recommend an increase of 
professors salaries, to be paid from the income of university funds 
which have now so accumulated as to justify the advance. Salaries 
at the present time are $4000 a year. ‘There was an increase of $250 
some years since. 


*THE insurrection in Albania is following 
the usual course of these sporadic outbursts. 
The insurgents, too ill disciplined and too 
badly armed to be able to oppose the regular 
Turkish troops with any prospect of success 
in the open, have taken to the hills, and the 
usual guerrilla campaign 1s being carried on. 
There are reports, more or less authentic, 
no doubt, of skirmishes, stopping of trains 
and seizure of arms. These are part of the 
mise-en-scene of all the outbreaks. They deceive no one, least of 
all the government at Stamboul. What is really interesting about 
the present instance is the manifest determination of the cabinet to 
put an end, once and for all, to these uprisings. The effect of this 
will no doubt be to prolong the hostilities, and as the insurgents 
realize more and more what is intended. the decision may lead to 
some sustained resistance. On the other hand, the very fact that 
the government 1s in earnest will not be lost on the insurgents, and 
will to some extent have a quieting influence. 

The actual breaking down of'the armed resistance of the 
Albanians will, it is to be expected, prove the easiest part of the 
problem before the government. Such outbreaks have been sup- 
pressed innumerable times in the past, but nothing has been done, 
by a systematic occupation of the country and disarming of the 
people, to render a recurrence difficult 1f not impossible. Some 
such scheme is in operation at the present moment, but in order to be 
fully effective it will have to be coupled with some genuine attempt 
at reform. The Governor of Uskub, who nearly bankrupted the 
town by the attempt to establish a municipal theater, which no one 
but himself desired, is a type of reformer after the heart of the 
ex-Sultan of Morocco, who introduced western culture to the 
sedouins in the shape of decrepit bicycles and lurid oleographs 
Neither attempt proved a marked success. In Morocco, 'Abdul Aziz 
gave place to Muley Abdul, and left his bicycles behind him in his 
hurry. In Albania the people who have the same objection to taxes 
as the Kentishmen of the time of Wat Tyler, and who still express 
it in much the same manner, chased the octroi collectors out of the 
villages, untamed by the opportunity of spending a harmless evening 
in some municipal theater. 

What the government had to do 1s to devise some scheme of 
reform which will satisfy in a measure the aspirations of these wild 
villagers and mountaineers, and so make Albania a homogeneous 
part of the remnant of the old Ottoman empire. If there is not 
statesmanship enough at Stamboul to accomplish this, the days of 
the Turk in Europe are even fewer than have been imagined. 
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CoM MANDER PEARY’s lecture abroad on his achievement’ in the 
north are received with a warmth which shows that interest, in polar 
exploration has not yet cooled to any marked degree. 
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Tue South, which in this computation includes Missouri and 
Oklahoma, is to build 7330 miles of railroad this year. This looks 
as if Prosperity is planning to have many more paths along which 
to distribute her gifts. 

PrResipENT TAFT’s propensity for travel is expensive not only 
in railroad fares, but also to the secret service, which reports unprece- 
dented cost in protection of the chief executive. 
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Henry Georce of New York says the real cause of the present 
high cost of living is land speculation. Like his famous father, he 
is an advocate of single taxation. 


‘AV SECTION in the sundry civil appropriations 
bill prepared by Representative Tawney, 
chairman of the House committee on appro- 
priations, provides an appropriation of 
$250,000 for carrying on the work of the 
tariff board created by the Payne-Aldrich 
law. The amount is understood to be that 
estimated as necessary ‘by the President. By 
the further provisions of this section, the 
President is given wide discretion both as to 
the constitution and the workings of the board. No limit is placed 
upon the number of persons he may appoint.as members of the body, 
and he is, also, granted broad latitude in the matter of engaging 
experts to obtain the information necessary to its successful opera 
tion. As originally designed, the board and all of its employees and 
machinery will be under the direct orders of the President, and by 
him the information which it shall gather: may be submitted to 
Congress for the guidance of that branch of the government in the 
framing of tariff bills and the making of tariff laws. 

This is the first step taken in actual recognition and supy 
the tariff board since the section providing for its creation w: 
reluctantly inserted and as reluctantly retained in the Payne-Aldri 
bill. The next step will be favorable action upon the section in th 
sundry civil appropriations bill, and if this shall not absolutely have 
the eftect of establishing a tariff commission as an institution, it wil 
not be very far from doing so. 

There is reason for believing that the cotintry at large does not 
as yet take in the full meaning of the tariff board idea. Certain is it 
that tariff reformers, generally speaking, are not fully awake to the 
possibilities which accompany the creation of such a body. Only the 
high protectionists seem fully to understand that it will be the means. 
if given further sanction, of bringing about the revision which tariff 
reformers have long sought in vain and which the standpatters have 
long feared. It means, in short, the removal of the tariff question 
from the domain of political partizanship; the study of our industrial 
needs along broad and intelligent lines, and the application of the 
customs duty system to our actual needs. 
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WHILE we have been thinking and talking 
about it, and giving the idea tacit approval, 
Vienna has actually begun to clean its streets 
by the vacuum process. An illustration in 
Harper’s Weekly of the machine employed by 
the public works department of the Austrian 
capital shows a huge automobile with cov- 
| ered van attachment. In this are cans into 
| which the street dirt is drawn through 
~~ @ funnel by means of the ordinary vacuum 
method. As the cans are filled they are deposited at points from 
which they are carted to the municipal dumps. Empty cans are 
taken on at the same points by the motor wagon. \Ve have as vet 
no information with regard to the economy achieved by this method 
of street cleaning, but we hardly need it 1n order to be convinced that 
it will pay. Neither do we need to be informed that it is a tremen- 
dous step in advance of the present method, from sanitary and 
esthetic points of view. 

The vacuum process in housecleaning has now reached the point 
where it is talking for itself. In a tew years we shail regard the 
once highly-respected broom as a relic of barbarism. The house- 
keeper of the next generation will express doubt when informed that 
the housekeepers of this generation were compelled to clean house 
with brooms, mops, rags, carpet-sweepers, feather dusters and carpet 
beaters. They will find it quite a task to believe, too, that in these 
days it was a problem for housewives to solve—whether they should 
open the windows to let in the air or close them to keep out the dust. 

There are many and good reasons for adopting the vacuum 
system for the cleaning of cities. The system ts in line with common 
Serine.

Public 
School 
Efficiency 


Tue best friends of the public school system 
are not those who deliberately close. their 
eyes to any shortcomings or faults that it 
may develop locally. For this reason a 
protest made by the Evening Times of 
Philadelphia against what it terms the 
inefficiency of public school instruction in 
that city should have the serious attention of 
the school authorities. | Loyal and earnest 
friends of public education are very likely 
to differ widely as to the methods to be applied in the traming of 
children. Well-meaning people everywhere differ as to the length 
to which the public schools should go in the education of children. 
Philadelphia has 200,000 public school children and the taxpayers of 
the municipality provide $6,000,000 annually for the maintenance of 
the public schools. It is quite proper that the question of efficiency 
in the conduct of the schools should be kept in mind and that where 
reasonable doubt exists there should be prompt and thorough investi- 
gation with the view to the application, promptly and thoroughly, 
of whatever remedy may be deemed necessary. 

In Philadelphia, as elsewhere, the public schools should, for 
their own good, be subject to the closest supervision. In no Ameri- 
can community is there a disposition to withhold from the public 
schools a full measure of moral and substantial support. In respect 
to popular education, the American taxpayer is not only liberal in his 
views—he is generous. All the more reason, this, for holding those 
responsible for the conduct of the public schools to strict accounta- 
bility. Criticism of the public schools is not always just and not 
always wise or even always excusable; but wherever and whenever 
it is justifiable it helps rather than harms the system.
